Webster left his book like a 
vigorous sapling; under our care it has grown 
to a sturdy and wide-spreading tree. Our 
motto, “Get the Best,” we have sought to 
justify by continually bettering our own best. 
We have followed one revision with an- 
other; we have added supplement after sup- 
plement and have later incorporated them into 
the body of the book. We have constantly 
employed the most modern scholarship and 
the results of the Jatest and closest scrutiny of 
to-day’s language to enrich and perfect our 
works. By this course, continued for over 


| half a century, we have given to our Diction- 
ary a quality that we believe is unique. 
| beyond all reasonable question that it is this

continuous development even more than the 
original work of the founder of the series 
which has made the name of Webster’s Dic- 
ticnary a synonym in the public mind for 


' exceptional merit and high authority—we 


might without boasting say the highest au- 
thority. 

One of Laird & Lee’s pamphlets asserts that 
all dictionaries which employ the system of 
orthography, orthoepy and definition intro- 
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duced by Webster are properly called Web- 
ster’s Dictionaries. Right here we join issue 
with them. No dictionary made to-day does 
follow exactly the system of orthography, or- 
thoepy and definition introduced by Webster. 
Further, for one man who could state with 
any sort of clearness or accuracy what were 
Webster’s principles of lexicography, there 
are a hundred who would distinctly and 
quickly understand by “Webster’s Dictionary” 
a book which in its historic continuity has 
been known to them from childhood and 
which is accepted as authority throughout the 
English-speaking world. And this Webster’s 
Dictionary is now the International and its 
series of abridgments. 

The flood of imitation Websters began a 
few years ago, when the expiration of the 
original copyright left an obselete book free 
for any publisher. Padded and dressed and 
disguised with imitations, ingenious or brazen, 
of our methods of presentation, a host of 
these spurious Websters were set afloat. We 
promptly and vigorously attacked the most 
conspicuous offenders in the courts and gave 
them a decisive check. Some of the more in- 
significant or mare cautious escaped such 
netice. In the meantime the trend of legal 
decisions was steadily in the direction of 
greater protection for trade-marks and es- 
pecially for proper names which have ac- 
quired a trade-mark significance, We believed 
that the time had come when we might success- 
fully appeal to the courts to give us a trade- 
mark right in the title Webster’s Dictionary. 
We have made that appeal through some ten 
or eleven distinct suits as above stated. In 
most of these suits our appeal has also been 
made against unfair competition, exemplified 
in gross imitations of our books and auda- 
cious appropriation of our testimonials. We 
now await hopefully a decision which shall 
not only condemn such practices, but shall 
establish our legal right in the title. But 
whatever may be the court’s decision, we 
maintain that when in common speech Web- 
ster’s Dictionary is mentioned, the reference 
is presumably to the Merriam’s Webster— 
the International or its abridgments—and to 
that only; and any other book using the great 
lexicographer’s name in its title is trying to 
“reap where it has not sown and gather where 
it has not strewn.” When the Appropriations 
committee inserted in the appropriations bill 
the provision that all Congressional docu- 
ments should be spelled according to the au- 
thority of “Webster’s or other generally ac- 





cepted dictionaries of the English language,” 
does any one believe that they meant or 
thought of any other Webster than the Mer- 
riams’ Webster? 

It is hardly worth while to notice the at- 
tack (in which these pamphlets culminate) 
on the “monopoly,” the “trust,” the ‘“octo- 
pus,” which is preying on the people and 
compelling them to buy our dictionaries. 
Such talk is the merest nonsense—the reckless 
use of a popular catchword. The only “mo- 
nopoly” we enjoy is derived from the advan- 
tage which an article long known as the best 
possesses over its competitors. If people buy 
our dictionaries in preference to others and 
sometimes at higher prices, it is because they 
believe they are getting better “money’s 
worth.” With the air of probing a Guy 
Fawkes mystery these pamphlets inquire what 
our motive is in criticising their books and 
their titles, and find that motive in a dark 
conspiracy against the people. Our primary 
mctive we freely confess is simply to sell our 
own books and make some money. We sup- 
pose Messrs. Laird & Lee would hardly avow 
any other for themselves. We ask only that 
the competition be legitimate and the weapons 
fair. 

These pamphlets give much space to a 
counter attack on and detailed criticism of 
our small Dictionaries. These criticisms are 
largely directed against the little “Handy,” 
which was never designed for school use, and 
the Primary. The extreme condensation of 
both these books while necessary from their 
scope, inevitably leaves them open to criti- 
cism. The other strictures, directed against 
the series as a whole, seem to us in large part 
ceptious or trifling though in some instances, 
no doubt, they hit upon rea! blemishes. It 
is the proportion of blemishes, the frequency 
or infrequency of errors in books whose scope 
forbids infallibility, which determines judg- 
ment. It is on this basis of the general char- 
acter of value of our publications that we 
confidently invite the judgment of competent 
critics. 

We have not attempted to pursue all the 
misstatements of these pamphlets, nor do we 
purpose to tax the public with a prolongation 
of the controversy. We wish only to repeat 
and emphasize our protest against the mis- 
use of the great name of “Webster’s Diction- 
ary,” a name whose significance has grown 
through sixty years of concentrated and lav- 
ish expenditure of toil, money and devotion.

HOLIDAY WINDOW DISPLAY. 

Tuts month, if ever, the bookseller must 
recognize the necessity of presenting a clean 
and attractive appearance, particularly so far 
as his show windows are concerned. It would 
require but little argument to convince a re- 
tail merchant of the necessity of presenting a 
clean and tidy personal appearance to his cus- 
tomers all the year round; yet, after years of 
preaching on this subject, it seems to dawn 
upon only a comparative few of the more 
enterprising retailers that it is as necessary 
and important for them to present a showy 
exterior as it is to keep a tidy and well- 
appointed stock inside of the shop. Very 
often the store suffers because it lacks an 
attractive face in its show window. The 
shopper in his hustle along the streets, look- 
ing very likely for just what a bookseller may 
have to offer him, sees no beacon light hung 
out by the unenterprising bookseller to catch 
his eye, and so he rushes along and into the 
welcoming arms of the merchants whe have 
made a study of the art of window dressing. 

“What would be a good way for a book- 
seller to dress his windows?” is glibly asked 
again and again, and one feels tempted to re- 
ply, “Any way but the one now followed by 
most booksellers.” It is by no means an easy 
matter to dress a store window effectively, or 
to give advice how it is to be done~so much 
depending upon the position of the window, 
the locality and the class of trade catered to. 
Three cardinal principles, however, will help 
much in keeping up the interest of the passers- 
by for the window: (1) It must be kept clean; 
(2) it must be changed oftener than once a 
week, and (3) it must not be overloaded. 

Cleanliness, the first point, is by no means 
so well borne in mind by retailers as it should 
be, and yet a man might just as well meet his 


customers unshaven and unkempt as to ex- 
pect them to look into dusty and untidy 
windows. 

The wisdom of frequent changes in window 
display cannot be questioned. To attract the 
passerby—always a possible customer—to 
spring a surprise on him from time to time 
shculd be the constant effort of every book- 
seller; indeed it would pay to lose sleep over 
this matter, which reminds us that the even- 
ing is the best time for dressing up the win- 
dow. 

Overloading is 2 common fault—not only in 
window display—and one that should be re- 
sisted with every means at command. A book 
window should have, like any other dainty 
dish, just enough of spice; too little spice will 
make the display flat, too much prove a dis- 
turbing element. A book a day with an at- 
tractively-printed story displayed with it, and 
a few leaders or novelties, or standards to 
flank it, might make a hit for a while. But it 
must not be worked threadbare, and the story 
—that is, the advertisement of the book— 
must be a good one; it must be one that would 
curvince any one of the merit of the book, and 
must be able to sell it. It will not be easy to 
concoct such an advertisement, and yet that is 
th: quality every book salesman should pos- 
scss—to be able to talk about his books in so 
convincing a way as to make them sell. At 
any rate, a judicicus display of a few books or 
stationery articles, changed every day or every 
few days, will be found more attractive and 
effective than a sample of everything in stock 
piled ore upon the other and changed only 
when weather beaten. 

THE copyright hearings at Washington 
were remarkable for the careful attention 
given by the two Congressional committees 
to the many participants representing a score 
of, more or less, conflicting interests. A bat- 
tle royal was fought over the auto-music 
question, and there was considerable attack 
on the legal provisos and phraseology of the 
measure. Publishers and the dissenting libra- 
rians were at issue over the limitation of im- 
pertations by libraries, and the publishers felt 
called upon also to make protest against the 
introduction of a royalty principle into the 
bill as regards music. The general impres- 
sion remaining at the close of the hearings 
was that the committees would make consid- 
erable, though perhaps not substantial, modi- 
fications of the measure, and would endeavor 
to report promptly to both houses so as to 
insure a vote within the present session. 
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THE COPYRIGHT HEARINGS. 


THE copyright hearings, before the joint 
‘Committees on Patents of the Senate and 
House of Representatives, calied for Friday 
and Saturday, December 7 and 8, were held 
in the Senate Reading Room of the Library 
of Congress, beginning promptly at 10 o’clock 
on Friday, continuing both on Friday and 
Saturday till 5 o’clock, and were extended 
throughout Monday, December 10, contin- 
uously from II A.M, to II P.M., with inter- 
‘mission only for luncheon and dinner, and on 
Tuesday morning from 10 o'clock till noon. 
For much of the time throughout this long 
hearing nearly every Senator and Representa- 
tive was present, and all the time there was a 
good representation of both houses, while the 
hearing brought together a hundred or more 
representatives of the interests concerned, or 
interested auditors. The hearing was excep- 
tionally noteworthy for the continuous atten- 
tion, patient consideration of detail, the full 
opportunity given to each and every interest 
to be heard, and the close and intelligent 
questions asked by committeemen throughout 
the four days; and there was unanimous ap- 
preciation and cordial thanks on the part of 
all the participants for the manner in which 
the hearing was conducted by Senator Kit- 
tredge as chairman, and Vice-Chairman Cur- 
rier as spokesman for the House Committee 
and their associates. The full committees in- 
cluded Senators Kittredge, Clapp, Smoot, 
Knox, Mallory, Foster and Latimer, and Rep- 
resentatives Currier, Dresser, Dixon, Hin- 
shaw, Bonynge, Campbell, Barchfeld, Chaney, 
McGavin, Sulzer, Legare, Webb, Southall 
and Gill—Mr, Thomas B. Roberts being clerk 
of the Senate committee and Mr. Edward A. 
Barney clerk of the House committee. The 
hearings were officially attended by Herbert 
Prtnam as Librarian of Congress; Thorvald 
Solberg, Register of Copyright, and Mr. 
Charles P. Montgomery on behalf of the 
Treasury Department. 

On Friday, after a preliminary statement 
by Librarian Putnam, the floor was given to 
Mr. F. W. Hedgeland, an inventor with a 
grievance, who went into a general attack on 
Librarian Putnam as a member of a conspir- 
acy of the AZolian Company against the auto- 
music interests, until stopped by the chair- 
man. Mr. Hedgeland, it proved, had asked 
and obtained permission to examine all the 
records and personal correspondence of the 
Copyright Office and of the librarian, and had 
gone so far as to make charges to the Presi- 
dent. Librarian Putnam made a statement in 
reply to Mr. Hedgeland’s charges and impli- 
cations, although the evident appreciation of 
Mr, Putnam’s and Mr. Solberg’s work on the 
part of the committee and participants in the 
hearing generally, made this reply almost un- 
necessary. 

The music clause, Section 1 (g), which 
forbids piracy through perforated rolls or 
phonograph disks, proved the “storm centre” 
of the hearing, and it was announced that this 
specific subject would be made the special 
order at a later period in the hearing. Mr. 
Charles S. Burton, representing auto-music 
interests in Chicago, was first, however, given 
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opportunity to explain the general provisions 
of a substitute bill which he had presented 
and which had been promptly printed by the 
Copyright Office, embodying changes not only 
in behalf of the auto-music interests but in 
connection with the legal features and phrase- 
ology of the measure. | 
Friday afternoon was given over chiefly ¢, 
the proponents fcr the measure, especially the 
authors. Mr. R. R. Bowker, as vice-president 
of the American Copyright League, and Mr. 
R. U. Johnson, its secretary, supported the 
measure as a matter of justice to authors, set 
forth the position of the authors in respect to 
the several features of the bill and sub- 
mitted some slight modifications, among 
which was one to make the right of drama- 
tization co-extensive with copyright. Dr. Ed- 
ward Everett Hale, chaplain of the Senate, 
whose brief argument was emphasized by the 
fact that his “Man Without a Country” was 
already out of copyright within his lifetime, 
made a strong plea for the extension of copy- 
right term. Thomas Nelson Page also spoke 
for the authors, especially against any limita- 
tion of the market rights of authors, and in- 
terest culminated in the appearance of “Mark 
Twain”’— in the “white uniform,” as he put 
it, “of the Association of Purity and Perfec- 
tion, of which he was president, secretary, 
treasurer, general manager, and the only eli- 
gible member in the United States.” In fact, 
Mr. Clemens’s presence so illuminated the 
hearing that the press reports took note of 
no lesser lights. Mr, Clemens spoke earnestly 
and eloquently for a term which would ex 
tend the benefits of the author’s work at 
least to his children, and wound up with a 
story, inimitably told, which convulsed his 
auditors. Mr. John Philip Sousa spoke vig- 
orously on behalf of the music composers, 
and Mr. Frank D. Millet told why the artists 
favored the measure. Mr. George W. Ogilvie, 
who was about leaving for Chicago, was given 
opportunity to voice his opposition to the 
measure, and his plea that Congress should 
require notice of copyright on all editions. 
whether printed within or without the United 
States. Mr. Arthur B. Bostwick, delegate of 
the American Library Association to the con- 
ferences, supported the measure and the “li- 
brary compromise,’ and Dr. Bernard C 
Steiner, H. C. Wellman and W. P. Cutter op- 
posed the measure, adopting Mr. Porterfield’s 
view of it, and made a plea that the freedom 
of importation, assured to libraries under the 
existing law, should not be lessened. 
Saturday was given over chiefly to discus- 
sion of the legal features of the bill. Mr. 
Charles Porterfield, connected with the Eda- 
ward Thompson Company, which as a pub- 
lisher of law books is concerned in a large 
damage suit under the existing law, who had 
published in Law Notes an extended criticism 
of the bill which had been reprinted by the 
Library Copyright League, made a compre- 
hensive attack on the proposed measure, tak- 
ing the ground that no one could really own 
a book, nor could a bookseller offer one, nor 
a library lend one if the proposed measure be- 
came law. Senator Kittredge at once stated 
that the bill had no such intention, and that 
no language implying this would be_made 
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part of any measure reported by the commit- 
tee. Mr. Arthur Steuart, of Baltimore, chair- 
man of the Copyright Committee of the 
American Bar Association, who had partici- 
pated in drawing the bill, spoke in explana- 
tion and defense of the measure, suggesting a 
number of amendments in phraseology to 
meet criticisms. It may be noted here that 
there was a general agreement that the cross- 
fire over the phraseology of the bill had been 
valuable, and the friends of the measure were 
quite prepared to assent to modifications in 
its methods and phraseology. Opportunity 
was also given to the trade interests support- 
ing the bill to be heard, and Mr, George 
Haven Putnam made a compact and vigorous 
statement on behalf of the measure, emphasiz- 
ing especially the common interest of authors 
and publishers, and the necessity of safe- 
guarding the American market. Mr. Ansley 
Wilcox, of Buffalo, spoke in the interests of 
art-poster clients and also proposed changes 
in phraseology. Mr. J. F. Bowers and others 
spoke for the Music Publishers’ Association, 
and Mr. W. A. Livingstone, of Detroit, on 
behalf of the Print Publishers. Mr. J. J. Sul- 
livan, representing the Typographical Unions, 
emphasized the affidavit feature of the manu- 
facturing clause, and also proposed the ex- 
tension of the manufacturing clause to re- 
quire that copyright books should be printed 
and bound as well as manufactured from type 
set and plates made within the United States 
—an extension which provoked considerable 
comment. 

On Monday there was “music in the air”’— 
of both sorts, that day being given over chiefly 
to “Clause g,” the auto-music clause. Mr. 
Steuart had proposed to replace this rather 
complicated clause, which seemed to invite 
confusion with patentable devises, by adding 
the words “or form of record” to the pre- 
ceding “Clause f,” which covered otherwise the 
protection of a musical composition. Mr. 
Nathan Burkan, counsel for the music pub- 
lishers and for Sousa, Victor Herbert and 
other composers, made a detailed argument on 
the use of the word writings in the Constitu- 
tion and submitted a comprehensive brief on 
that subject. Mr. Bowker, for the Authors’ 
League, stated that the League fully sup- 
ported the views of the musical authors, em- 
phasizing the fact that a musical composition 
was essentially a writing, and pointed out 
that copies or reproductions of a copyrighted 
work need not themselves be writings, al- 
though he claimed that both phonograph rec- 
ords and perforated rolls could fairly be in- 
cluded in that term. Judge A. H. Walker, 
of Hartford, counsel for the Auto-Music 
Company, marshalled the opponents of this 
clause and made a long argument against the 
constitutionality of the bill, asserting that the 
word “writing” could not be construed to 
cover sound-records. Mr. Burkan spoke 
again specifically on his substitutions on this 
specific subject, and Mr. Frank N. Dyer ap- 
peared for the Edison Phonograph Company 
In Opposition. Mr. Paul N. Cromelin, presi- 
cent of the American Musical Copyright 
League, the organization of auto-music in- 
terests opposing the bill, read many letters to 
show that composers and publishers of music 
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considered the advertising given by mechani- 
cal instruments more than a recompense for 
the use of.their works, and also many tele- 
grams from mechanical instrument manufac- 
turers protesting that the measure would ruin 
their business. He also read a long letter 
from the French agent of his Columbia Phon- 
ograph Company, detailing the unsatisfactory 
results which had followed a French court 
decision asserting the rights of composers 
over auto-music reproductions. Mr. John J. 
O’Connell spoke on behalf of nineteen man- 
ufacturers in New York of mechanical piano- 
players in similar protest. It was nearly 11 
o'clock before this long day’s session was 
ended, and the chairman announced that the 
next morning would be given to any conclud- 
ing arguments. 

At the Tuesday morning session the number 
of participants had considerably dwindled. 
and after further argument by protestants 
from the auto-music point of view and a few 
remarks from Librarian Putnam the hearings 
came to an end. Notice was filed that the 
organization representing the daily newspa- 
pers could file later an argument understood 
to be in opposition to some features of the bill, 
The committee gave notice to all having doc- 
uments or amendments to file that they should 
be in the hands of the committee not later 
than Monday, December 17, indicating the 
intention of the committee to report the bill 
to the House, after amendment in committee, 
as early as possible, and the hope that the 
bill might be put upon passage within the 
short session. 


POSTMASTER-GENERAL’S 


STATEMENT. 


REPORT. 
FINANCIAL 


THE report of the Postmaster-General, 
George B. Ccrtelyou, for the fiscal year ended 
June 30 last, opens with the financial state- 
ment, according to which the receipts for the 
year were $167,932,782.95, and the expendi- 
tures, $178,449,778.80, the excess of expendi- 
tures over receipts being $10,516,905.94. 

The estimates for the coming year’s service 
foot up $206,662,190, an increase of about 
$15,00c,000 over last year’s appropriation, the 
principal increases being in compensation of 
postmasters, carriers, clerks and for mail 
transportation. 

Referring to the deficit, the Postmaster- 
General says that “while it would be a grati- 
fying circvmstance if the Post-Office Depart- 
ment were self-sustaining, I am less con- 
cerned about the deficit than about efficiency 
of administration. The ‘public demand for 
pestal facilities is constantly growing. If 
the installation of the rural service had de- 
pended upon the existence of a surplus in the 
postal revenues under the existing system of 
accounting, that service could not have been 
given. ‘The same considerations apply to a 
number of other branches. The financial re- 
turns from certain branches are so interwoven 
with and dependent upon others that there is 
much force in the contention that it is un- 
reasonable to charge any one of them with the 
responsibility for the deficit. 

“The rural delivery has undoubtedly in- 
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creased the bulk of first-cla:s mail matter. 
The circulation of the second-class mail also 
very largely affects the bulk of the higher 
class, to what degree it is practically impos- 
sible to determine. Of course, a rapidly in- 
creasing deficit for a period of years may be 
a matter of some concern, but I think present 
conditions warrant us in turning our atten- 
tion, rather, to an investigation and improve- 
ment of every branch of the department’s 
work. We must have an increasing recogni- 
tion of merit, both in position and in compen- 
sation; we must have a better system of ac- 
counting and more accurate statistics; we 
must make the service meet the needs of the 
people. If we improve the character of ser- 
vice we shall have less occasion to be dis- 
turbed by the cost of service, for it has been 
the experience of many postal administrations, 
not only here but abroad, that the giving of 
additional facilities, within reasonable limits, 
is almost invariably followed by an increased 
use of the mails and consequent additions to 
the revenue.” 


DEPUTY POSTMASTER-GENERAL AND EXPERT 


STATISTICIANS, 


Among the Postmaster-General’s direct 
recommendations to modernize the depart- 
ment is the appointment of a Deputy Post- 
master-General. Such an official “shall be 
the ranking officer of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral’s assistants, whose tenure shall be per- 
manent, whose compensation shall be com- 
mensurate with his position, and whose duties 
shall be in the nature of a general manager 
of the postal service. If there were appointed 
to such a position an official of tried execu- 
tive capacity and long experience in postal 
matters, he could relieve the head of the de- 
partment of innumerable details which now 
consume a large portion of his time and pre- 
clude the proper consideration of important 
questions of gencral policy developed in our 
own and foreign postal administrations. 

The Postmaster-General also suggests that 
a commission of expert statisticians and ac- 
countants be authorized, and renews his rec- 
ommendation that he be allowed to detail 
three experienced officials to study foreign 
postal systems. He wants, also, a field super- 
vision like that of the railway mail service. 


SECOND-CLASS MATTER, 


Referring to second-class matter the Post- 
master-General says: “During the period I 
have had charge of the department I have 
found the laws relating to second-class mail 
poorly adapted to present conditions, and 
have become convinced that a substantial 
change or revision tending to simplification is 
most desirable. For years the department 
has been endeavoring to secure a revision of 
these statutes. From time to time their de- 
fects have been pointed out and explained. 
This class is intended exclusively for bona 
fide newspapers and periodicals, and for them 
only when they observe the law’s limitations 
and prohibitions. There were and still are 
abuses and they occasion loss of revenue. 
Reform of the abuses is progressing steadily, 
but each year’s experience gives fresh em- 
phasis to the need of legislative action. 

“One unfortunate and unavoidable incident 
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of the reform is the irritation and disturbance 
it causes. Of course this may be true in the 
execution of any law, but if the intent can he 
met by more direct methods, if irritation and 
disturbance follow because the law is ambic- 
uous and inapplicable to existing conditions. 
the need for revision becomes apparent. It | 
not a question of whether the department is 
embarrassed in administering these laws as to 
second-class mail or has any hesitancy in ad- 
ministering them. They are on the statute 
books, and it is the duty of the officials of 
the department to comply with their require- 
ments. That we are doing. But the head of a 
department of the Government, charged with 
the duty of executing the laws relating to his 
department, has something more to consider. 
It is not only his duty to execute the law, but 
it is his duty to call attention to its weak- 
nesses and crudities, if he believes such de 
fects exist. The department claims that with 
the enormous increase in the number of pub- 
ications and the radical changes they have 
undergone in their make-up and circulation 
there must be a change or modification of ex 
isting statutes relative toe the second class 
of mail matter to make them applicable to the 
new conditions. 

“The department believes that many pro 
visions of the statutes governing this class 
are substantially non-enforceable without ma 
terial injury either to the department or to the 
publishing industry; that there should be leg- 
islative relief of the situation rather than that 
the administrative reform should progress to 
the limit; that the tests of classification should 
be simplified; that the rate of postage and 
conditions of securing it should not be made 
dependent upon such fine distinctions as those 
now required. 

“At its last session Congress appointed a 
commission, composed of three members from 
the Senate and three from the House, to ccn- 
sider and report vpon the whole subject of 
second-class mail matter. This commission 
has already held meetings and has given hear- 
ings to a representative of the department 
and to.publishers. The department hopes for 
and confidently relies upon the active co-oper 
ation of all publishers and citizens interested 
in perfecting the postal service in its efforts to 
get before this commission, and through it be- 
fore Congress, a correct understanding of this 
subject, its import to the service, to the rev- 
enues, and to the people... . 

“Tf it should be developed by the testimony 
before the commission, by the results of the 
weighings recently directed by the Congress, 
or by the department’s investigations, that any 
class of publications is enjoying undue ad- 
vantages under the present rate, action should 
be taken looking to a correction of this in- 
equality. The department exists to serve not 
a particular industry but all industries, not a 
portion of the people, but all of the people. 
and rates of postage for secend-class mail 
shculd be established on that basis, with no 
rate that is relatively a discrimination against 
or out of proportion to any other rate, nor 
should any subdivision of a class bear a dis- 
preportionate share of the rate fixed for its 
class. Furthermore, while the department’s 
chief purpose should be an ever-increasing 
efficiency, its receipts and expenditures must 
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be considered in their relation to cost and to 
the general financial condition of the Govern- 
ment, and its rates for service must be fixed 
with regard to that relation.” 


CARRIAGE OF PARCELS BY RURAL CARRIERS. 


As to a parcels post by rural carriers the 
Fostmaster-General recommends that “pro- 
vision be made for the carriage by rural car- 
riers, at a fair rate of postage, of small par- 
cels on rural routes, such privilege to be re- 
stricted in each case to the limits of the par- 
ticular route on which the parcel originates, 
or, if found feasible, to all the routes emanat- 
ing from a single post-office.”

Dear Sir: In connection with your notice 
of the Second-Hand Booksellers’ Association 
I write to say that I shall be glad to answer 
any enquiries from booksellers on your side 
respecting the status of persons here of whose 
position there mzy be any doubt. Until I took 
the matter in hand I had no idea that the 
swindling of booksellers was carried on to the 
extent it-is. The chief difficulty is that the 
swindlers constantly change their names and 
addresses, and the only safeguard against 
this is the publication of facsimiles of their 
handwriting, as the general character of this 
cannot be entirely altered however much it 
may be disguised. I have upon two occasions 
published such facsimiles in “Book-Auction 
Records,” and am shortly going to publish 
facsimiles of three postcards, written by one 
man in three different names, who has for 
the past fifteen years been iiving by swindling 
the English trade. There have also been 
several Continental cases, in some of which 
booksellers in the United States have been 
victimized. If an Association should be 
formed in New York we shall be glad to 
exchange information with it. I may add 
that the idea is being taken up enthusias- 
tically here, and that an inaugural meeting 
is to held within the next fortnight, to form 
a committee.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


FERDINAND BRUNETIERE, member of the 
French Academy, died Sunday, December 9, 
aged fifty-seven. 3runetiere was born at 
Toulon, France, July t9, 1849. He studied to 
enter the Higher Normal School, but failed 
to pass the examination. The Franco-Ger- 
man war of 1870-’71 prevented his making 
ancther attempt, and he turned to literary 
work, becoming a contributor to the Revue 
des Deux Mondes, and in 1875 a member of 
its staff. In 1886 he attained the coveted post 
in the Normal School, and in the following 
year he was chosen a member of the Legion 
of Honor. M. Brunetiére had published two 
scries of volumes of reviews and essays, cov- 
ering a wide range of subjects and marked 
by an authoritative, but, at times, a bitter 
tone. His lectures are summed up in four 
volumes under the title “L’ Evolution des 
Genres dans I|’Histoire de la Litterature.” M. 
Brunetiére was also editor of a number of 
classics. He visited this country in 1897 to 
lecture, and in one of his lectures showed 
partisan animosity against Zola. His fame 
will rest chiefly on his work as literary critic 
of the Revue des Deux Mondes. 


Simon STOLL, formerly head of the Stoll 
& Thayer Company, the well-known book, 
news and stationery jobbing concern of Los 
Angeles, Cal., the controlling interest of which 
was bought last May by Cunningham, Cur- 
tiss & Welch, of San Francisco, died suddenly 
on Noven:ber 23 at his home in Los Angeles. 
Mr. Stoll, though born in Louisville, Ky., 
sixty-one years ago, spent his early years 
with his grandmother in Switzerland, having 
been left an orphan at an early age. He re- 
turned to this country when a vouth, and 
until 1870 lived in Kentucky and Southern 
Indiana. In 1871 he went to California 
from New York City by way of the Isthmus 
of Panama, and settled’ in San Francisco, 
where he put his hand to anything that 
happened to turn up. After a year he re- 
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turned to Indiana, married and in 1875 
went back to the Coast again. This time Stoll 
settled in Los Angeles, and established a news 
agency for the San Francisco newspapers. 
The business prospered, and in 1882 he asso- 
ciated with himself J. S. Thayer in the firm of 
Stoll & Thayer. In 18091 the firm was incor- 
porated as the Stoll & Thayer Company— 
Messrs. Stoll and Thayer taking into the 
company all their employees of four or more 
years’ standing—and continued under that 
name until last May, when Mr. Stoll sold out 
his interest in the business to Cunningham, 
Curtiss & Welch, whose establishment was 
destroyed in the earthquake and fire. 


Epw1n Davis FRENCH, a well-known en- 
graver and book collector, died on December 
8. in New York City. Mr. French was born 
on January 19, 1851, at Attleborough, Mass. 
After preliminary schooling he attended 
Brown University for two years. He then 
became an engraver on silver, but gradually 
he was led to the designing and engraving of 
bookplates, and he practically devoted his 
talent to that specialty. Among his few plates 
outside this field were the series of old New 
York views and the illustrations for André’s 
journal, done for the Society of Iconophiles 
and the Bibliophile Society. The interest and 
artistic value. of his work was shown by the 
publication in 1899, five years after he had 
begun to design ex-libris, of a list of book- 
plates engraved on copper hy him, prepared 
by Paul Lemperly. To this catalogue Mr. 
French added a supplement for the print de- 
partment of the New York Public Library. 
To the bookplates by him in the S. P. Avery 
collection in the New York Public Library he 
added impressions from his more recent plates. 
He was a student of the art of all countries 
and times, yet his education was American, 
for he studied drawing in the Art Students’ 
League, of New York City. He was its presi- 
dent in 1889-91. Mr. French’s hobby was uni- 
versal language, for he was a facile linguist. 
He was secretary of the Volapiik Society of 
America, and had a considerable library in 
that language. Esperante and Idiom Neutral 
similarly attracted him.

The sketch 
vividly shows the love of nature and birds 
for which the author of “Alice of Old Vin- 
cennes,” etc., is so well known. 


A new record for fast printing was made in 
the publication of the “Hohenlohe Memoirs.” 
The Macmillan Company, the American pub- 
lishers of the English translation, received 
the final “copy,” consisting of the entire ‘sec- 
ond volume, on the evening of November 26, 
and it was in the hands of the printers early 
the following morning. The books are of 
large octavo size, the second volume contain- 
ing 519 pages, or approximately two hundred 
and fifty thousand words. Each of the opera- 
tions of putting such a book into type, read- 
ing proof, making electrotype plates, printing 
and bindirg, would ordinarily take perhaps a 
week.

With this 
hendicap, and in spite of the intervening holi- 
day, complete bound copies of the two vol- 
umes were in the hands of the publishers on 
November 30. That the unusual efforts were 
not uncalled for is proved by the fact that 
the first edition was entirely exhausted on the 
day of publication.
